CLASS  HISTORY 

With  as  large  a  class  as  57  I ,  the  number  graduating  June  13,  1958,  one  might  think 
that  unity  among  so  many  would  be  a  rare  commodity.  Although  class  support  was 
probably  not  perfect,  we  may  look  back  on  our  years  at  BHS  with  considerable  pride. 

Coming  here  from  three  junior  high  schools,  we  were  second  to  the  high  seniors  in 
the  Spirit  Cup  race  our  first  term.  Throughout  two  and  one-half  years,  concessions  and 
dances  played  a  large  part  in  raising  money  and  promoting  activity  in  the  class.  We  sold 
cotton  candy  and  presented  "Moonlight  and  Mistletoe"  in  the  L-IO;  in  the  H-IO,  it 
was  candy  apples  and  "Over  the  Rainbow."  In  the  L- II ,  it  was  soft  drinks,  fudge  bars 
and  "Moonlight."  In  the  H-l  I,  cupcakes  and  "Stardust."  In  the  L-12,  it  was  the  "Mr. 
Roberts"  movie. 

Our  most  memorable  semester  both  as  students  and  as  members  of  the  class,  came  in 
the  H-l  2.  Engaged  in  more  activities  than  ever  before,  the  class  as  a  whole  started  to 
work  to  do  things  together.  On  May  16,  the  Senior  Play  "Teahouse  of  the  August 
Moon"  was  presented  in  the  Community  Theater  with  the  hope  of  raising  enough 
money  for  Ditch  Day,  scheduled  one  week  later. 

On  June  6,  the  Senior  Ball  was  held  in  the  Social  Hall  with  an  Oriental  "Sayonara" 
theme,  the  formals  and  the  $7.50  tuxes.  Ending  the  list  of  traditional  events  was  the 
Senior  Dinner  served  Hawaiian  style  on  the  floor  of  the  Social  Hall  the  night  before  our 
last  day  of  classes. 

In  our  last  term  we  won  the  Spirit  Cup.  One  fifth  of  the  class  were  in  Honor  Society 
and  CSF.  From  this  group  came  24  Special  Privilege  Sealbearers,  more  than  in  any  other 
class  in  history.  Eight  students  were  semifinalists  in  the  Merit  Scholarship  porgram. 

In  sports  there  were  60  graduating  lettermen,  another  record.  Among  the  standouts 
were  strong  tennis,  basketball  and  tack  athletes  as  well  as  two  All-American  football 
players  backed  up  by  six  stars  who  landed  8  out  of  22  positions  on  the  All-NACAL 
football  team.

BASKETBALL 


The  1957-58  varsity  basketball  team  had  one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  in  recent 
years.  The  Jackets  not  only  captured  the  Northern  Alameda  County  Athletic  League 
championship,  but  defeated  Encinal,  champions  of  the  Southern  Alameda  County  Ath- 
letic League,  in  a  crucial  game  held  in  the  California  Men's  Gymnasium  to  decide 
who  would  represent  Alameda  County  in  the  Tournament  of  Champions.  The  Jackets 
completely  dominated  the  second  half  of  this  game  and  defeated  the  Encinal  Jets  by 
a  score  of  53  to  41 ,  thus  gaining  a  berth  in  the  T.O.C. 

The  Jackets  had  an  over-all  record  of  17  wins  and  three  losses  while  the  league 
record  was  eleven  wins  to  one  defeat.  The  lone  loss  was  administered  by  the  hands  of 
Harry  Ells  as  Berkeley  blew  a  19-point  lead  in  the  second  half.  The  team  got  off  to  a 
rather  slow  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  by  dropping  practice  games  to  Oakland 
Tech  and  Encinal.  However,  with  each  succeeding  game,  the  Jackets  improved  and 
topped  the  A.C.A.L.  The  only  teams  that  gave  competition  to  Berkeley  were  El  Cerrito 
and  Richmond.  Berkeley  downed  Richmond  both  games  by  scores  of  40  to  37  and  53 
to  41 ,  and  barely  squeezed  by  El  Cerrito  the  first  game,  65  to  64,  and  won  the  second 
game  45  to  33. 

\-  was  a  team  effort  the  entire  season.  The  starting  team,  composed  entirely  of 
seniors,  consisted  of  Steve  Chandler  and  Dave  Garth  at  forwards,  Ray  Buckley  and 
Chuck  Josephs  at  guards,  with  Ken  Simmons  holding  down  the  center  position.  Solomon 
Wheat,  Jim  Hemphi'l,  and  Steve  Havis  added  support,  playing  in  their  reserve  roles. 
Ken  Simmons  was  leading  scorer  for  the  season  with  an  I  1 .7  average,  and  as  a  result 
of  their  fine  play  all  season,  Steve  Chandler  and  Ken  Simmons  were  named  to  the 
All-N. A.C.A.L.  first  team  while  Ray  Buckley  and  Chuck  Josephs  were  named  to  the 
second  team.

The  Berkeley  High  Junior  Varsity,  coached  by 
Ray  Silva,  had  a  better  than  average  season  this 
year.  Although  they  did  not  win  the  Northern  Ala- 
meda County  Athletic  League  championship  as  did 
the  Varsity  and  the  Bees,  they  did  come  in  second 
place  for  a  tie  with  El  Cerrito.  The  Jay  Vees  finished 
the  season  with  a  total  of  twelve  victories  against 
six  defeats  while  the  league  record  was  eight  and 
four.  Berkeley  scored  practice  victories  over  Albany, 
Encinal  and  St.  Mary's.  In  league  play,  the  Jackets 
held  double  victories  over  De  Anza,  Alameda,  and 
Piedmont,  while  splitting  two  games  with  El  Cerrito. 
The  champion  Richmond  Oilers,  who  won  the  league 
crown,  downed  ihe  Jay  Vees  in  both  games.

The  B  Basketball  team,  coached  by  Elgin  Erickson, 
again  ended  up  first  in  league  play,  finishing  up  with 
a  twenty  win  and  one  loss  record.
